Kenna, former associate justice of the 
Supreme Court, died in his apartment 
here Sunday morning and was buried 
this afternoon in Mount Olivet ceme­ 
tery beside his wife. 
Funeral services were held at 3 
o’clock at the McKenna home. Chief 
.Justice Taft and the associate jus­ 
tices of the Supreme Court were the 
honorary pallbearers. 
Mr. McKenna’s death was attributed 
to the infirmities of age. for he was 
born August IO, 1843. 
His wife died 
about two years aero, and this loss 
i after fifty-nine years’ companionship 
I told on the husband’s health.

served on a lower federal bench, and. 
like others, he had occupied tho office 
of Attorney General; but his eleva­ 
tion to a place on the nation’s high­ 
est judicial body was attributed to a 
friendship formed in Congress.
